Statement by President Bode.

Loftis had-every opportunity to present his 
defense, and after that the witnesses who 
saw the occurrence were called in and each 
made a statement of the affair. That the 
preponderance of the evidence was against - 
Mr. Loftis is shown by the action of at 
board of governors.” 

Mr. .Loftis was the first witnens at thie 
hearing. He occupied scarcely ten ‘aun. | 
utes in giving his version of the affair, and 


insisted he had done nothing except what

“There is no W eee tor the charges,” 
he asserted. “I have Gone nothing that 
should cause me to be expelled from the 
elub.. I did argue with my wife, but that 
was the extent of any possible misconduct.

Witnesses Tell of Trouble. 
Booth and Mrs. Taylor followed Mr. 
Loftis as witnesses. They said they saw 
the trouble between Mr. Laoftis and his 
wife and heard the language used by 
Loftis on the occasion. They declared he 
upbraided his wife with abusive words in 
public and laid violent hands on her. They 
said he did not slap or strike her. They 
agreed that he created a scéne in the club 
that was not proper. 

Several women who were at the club en 
the evening of the trouble testified that Loftis 
used improper language in upbraiding Mrs. 
Loftis and that he grasped hold of her ina 
violent manner. 

The testimony against Loftis, according to 
President Bode, was practically the same as 
the charges which have been publicly made. 

According to the stories which have been 
told by members of the elub, trouble 
started when Mrs. Loftis refused to leave 
the dance hall as early as her husband de- 
sired. It is asserted that Loftis, after using 
ungentlemanty expressions and upbraiding 
his wife in violent language, seized her by 
the arms and did not release his hold of her 
until the cries of Mrs. Loftis brought her the 
assistance of other women. Some witnesses 
said he twisted her arm. 


Sequel of His Suspension. 


The affair caused such a sensation that the 
three members of the house committee prea- 
ent hel@ a hurried session, and on written 
charges ordered his immediate suspension 
pending a hearing of the charges. Ever 
since the occurrence, members of the board 
of governors and the other executive officers 
had been taking a thorough investigation.

MOON ECLIPSES MARS TONIGHT. 


Phenomenon Will Be Visible Wth the 
Naked Eye Shortly Before 
Bedtime. 


New Tork, Aug: 31.—[TSpecial.]—An astro- 
nomical spectacie that cannot be seen again 
within an ordinary lifetimé will occur 
Wednesday night during a period of about 
fifty minutes. Beginning between 8:42 and 
9 o'clock, the planet Mars will be totally 
eclipsed by the moon and the “ ocultation,”’ 
as the astronomers call it. will be distinctly 
visible to the naked eye, 

All over the country astronomers will view 
and photograph the eclipse. They will not 
have any immense advantage over the lay- 
man, however, for he, without any instru- 
ment, will be able to see the night luminary 
sweep across the bright shining big planet, 
which has been conspicuous in the sky thee 
last few nights.

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GOMPERS GIYEN A HEARING 


Explains International Federa- 
tion Plan to Paris Congress. 


FRENCH PROPOSAL TAKEN UP 
Sirens Opposition Develops to Scheme 
in Behaif of Unions. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, } 

PARIS. Aug. 81.—The sixth international 
congress of trades union secretaries, having 
spent most of its session yesterday in set- 
tung the standing of Samuel Gompers, pres- 
ident of the American Federation of Labor, 
found itself behind in its program this morn- 
ing when M. Yvetot presided. He therefore 
begged the speakers to be brief, but he often 
failed to set the example. f 
The first vote was an expression of regret 
that the new Turkish government refused 
workers the right to form unions; A German 
representative then complained that the Eng- 
lish central organization had not given effect 
to the last conference's decision providing 
that members of unions going to foreign 


countries should have a right to claim ad- 


mission’ to corresponding * in coun- 
tries to which they moved. 


Gompers Invited to Explain. 

Mr. Gompers was invited to submit the 
motion of which he had given notice in the | 
name of the American Federation of Labor, 
proposing that the national centers of all 
countries should study the question of or- 
ganizing an international federation of labor 
without interfering with the independence of 
the workers’ movement in each country, the 
object of such federation to be the defense 
of the interests of workers in all countries 
and the creation of an international frater- 
nity and solidarity. 

Mr. Gompers was allowed to explain the 
proposal in a short speech, in which he dwelt 
upon the importance American workers at- 
tached to the title given the organization. 
The title of International Syndical Secreta- 
riat meant nothing to them. 

The proposed organization, he said, would 
study practical questions only, such as 
strikes, lockouts, and women's work. If na- 
tional centers agree on this transformation. 
the American Federation of Labor would 
take a wide share of the responsibility of such 
an organization. 

No discussion followed, as Mr. Gompers 
was only allowed to speak by courtesy, he 
being a guest at the conference and not a 
duly accredited delegate.

It is satd ne was trying to borrow 
a revolver from some of the habitués of the 
resort earHer in the evening following the 
quarrel between Hennessey and Lenahan in 
which the latter was shot through the left 
lung and is now in the Passavant hospital in 
a serious condition. 

Jackson said he feared for his life if he 
and Hennessey met, as the latter had said he 
would get Jackson if he found him. 

The trouble between Hennessey and Lena- 
han is an old grucge. When they met Mon- 
Gay afternoon in Murphy's saloon Henneszey 
accused Lenahan of peaching on him two 
years ago and added you'll never inform on 
me again as I'm going to kill vou.“ 


Revolver in Man’s Mouth. 

Lenahan is said to have’ admitted that he 
had informed the police and would do so 
again. Thereupon Hennessey drew a revolver 
and placed it in Lenahan’s mouth. The lat- 
ter dared Hennessey to shoot and at the 
same time knocked the revolver from. his 
mouth, but was not quick enough*to prevent 
the bullet from entering his left lung. 

Lenahan was taken to the Passavant hos- 
pital by Eddie Murphy, who became sponsor 
for his — * In the evening a detective was 
sept to the hospital to get a statement, but 
Lenghan refused to talk. Earlier in the 
evening he had made a statement to Thomas 
Henne¢sey, a brother of the dead man, that 
he had shot himself and he maintained the 
truth of the statement until yesteriay at 
neon. —

“Did you hear auy quarrel between the 
two men?” she was asked. 

No,“ was the answer, but after being re- 
minded that she had told the police a different 
story Monday night the woman said: 

Tes, the two men scuffied and fought after 
Hennessey had accused Lenahan of giving 
him away. I left the room while they were 


fighting, and I saw Hennessey draw a re- 


volver. The shot was fired while I was out of 
the room. I saw Hennessey go out the door | 
and I left the place. 

“I saw Hennessey later in the afternoon 
and again at night. He and I went to Mur- 
phy's again about 9:30 o’clock at night. We 
had had a few drinks, I went in the side en- 
trance and Hennessey started around to go 
in the front way. In a minute I heard a com- 
motion in front and went out and found Hen- 
negsey dead. I don't know who shot him. 

Eddie Murphy said he was in the saloon 
when Hennessey was killed. He said he ran 
out when he heard a shot and found Hennes- 
sey lying on the ground. Two strangers, he 
said, were standing in front of the place and 
he ran into the saloon again to telephone the 
palice. 

J could see that Hennessey was shot, "he 
said, and I didn’t to question the two

Present System. Is Praised as” 
Having Done Away with 1 
Grafting. f 


The nunols Manufacturers’ association 
has taken up the cufigels against the invest!- 
gating committee of which Charles Lederer 
is chairman and which is probing into the 
doings of the board of review. * 

In a letter addressed to Gov. Bene la 
Verne W. Noyes has voiced a protest on the 


part of the manufacturers of Illinois inet 


including in the call for a special session of 
the legislature a provision which will enable 
that body to consider any measure that 
would look toward the abolition of the board 
of review, 

In his letter Mr. Noyes admits that the 
present system is not perfect, but he de- 
clares. that he is convinced that it is much 
better than any system that has preceded it, 
and states that to abolish the board would 
be a step backward. 


Letter to Governor. 

The letter to the governor reads as follows: 

It is estimated in the newspapers that the 
Lederer investigating committee, created by 
the last general assembly to probe the acts of 
the Cook county board of review, which 
is now conducting a so-called inquiry. is 
about to ask you in your.call for a special 
session of the Illinois general assembly to 
authorize legislation to abolish Cook county's 
tax reviewing body. 

“On behalf of the manufacturing interests 
of this state, I respectfully protest and urge 
that the request of the committee, K it te 
made, be disregarded. The members of the 
board of review of Cook county are nut in- 
They have certainly made some 
mistakes, but ne one has challenged their 
honesty and noone can. The present condi- 
tions are a thousand times better than those 
which existed prior to the enactment of the 


present law. 


“Does any one want the township assessor 
to come back? Can it be maintained for one 
moment that millions of dollars have not been 
added to the tax rolls? 


Hits at Grafting System. 
“Does the Lederer investigation committee 
system restored?. Did any 
one ever hear of the Illinois general assem- “ 
bly creating a commission to investigate the 
south town assessor in the palmy days? 

e do not believe the present system is 
perfect, but we are certainly opposed to the 
Lederer committee criticising the gentlemen 
we constitute the board of review and un- 
dertaking by cheap political methods to dis- 


Credit them, The manufacturers ot this state 


want to bear their full share of the taxation, 
but they do want the taxes distributed equite- 
bly. Under the grafting system every one 
knows no equitable distribution can be had. 
We, therefore hope that you will use your in- 
fluence for the men who are doing all they 
ean for fair assessments and good govern- 
ment. We do not want to go backward, We 
want to move toward a higher and better 
standard.“ a

CORONER TO INVESTIGATE FIRE 
IN WHICH 7 CHILDREN PERISH. 


Burning of St. Malachy’s Home at 
Rockaway Park, L. I., May Lead to 
Legislation on Unsafe Housing. 


New York, Aug. 31.—[{Special.]—The coro- 
ner’s offi¢e wil! investigate the fire in St. 
Malachy's Home for Children at Rockaway 
Park, L. I., in which seven orphans, between 
3 and 5 yéars, lost thelr lives last night. Itis 
believed steps wil! be taken to bring about 
legislation to prevent the housing of. so 
many children in unsafe structures. 

There were 750 children in the institution, 
which. is conducted by the Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Brooklyn. 
out in good order when the alarm was 


sounded and for a time it was thought all 


were saved. Search of the ruins today, how- 
ever, disclosed seven bedies. 

The fire was discovered in the laundry in 
the north wing at 8 o’clock. Three hundred 
and fifty small children were in their cots 
on the third and ‘fourth floors of that wing 
and some of the older children were attend- 
ing evening prayers in the chapel. 

As the alarm sounded the older children 


marched from the chapel to the board walk : 


along the beach, and the nurses and attend- 
ants rushed to the work of carrying the little 
children from their cots in the floors above. 
While the flames were destroying the north 
wing of the big building the children were 
marshaled under the care of their nurses 
on the board walk. Some of the sisters made 
a determined effort to reach the storehouse 
to ‘secure blankets to cover the babies, of 
whom there were scores, but the storeroom 
was filled with smoke and inaccessible.

Coler charges the mayor with “ ysing the 
‘reports pf his commissioners of accounts. 
who just now are engaged in investigating 
Cooler s on official conduct, for furthering 
his political and personal purposes, 

A vicious abuse of the mayor's political 
power ’’ is the borough president's charac- 
terization. Coler avers the investigation of 
three borough presidencies — Manhattan, 
Bronx, and Brooklyn—was inspired by a de- 
sire on McCiellan’s part to avenge himself on 
his political enemies and create 4 false im- 
pression that the immense city budget ls due 
to waste by the borough fice and not 
by the mayor's own administration. Coler 
jumps clear over the fact that the two bor- 
ough presidents who already have been in- 
vestigated have been removed by the gov- 
ernor. 


Says Commissioners Are Tools. 


Coler characterizes the commissioners of 
accounts as McClellan’s tools, who threaten, 
intimidate, and torture witnesses. As 4 bor- 
ough president he views the investigation of 
his own office+and his charges chiefly are 
, confined to that pRase of the mayor's alleged 
. misconduct—as not an effort to ascertain the 
true condition of affairs. 

However that may be, things have been 
getting pretty warm recently for Boroygh 
President Coler and his specifications against 
the mayor sound a good deal like a “ come- 
back.“ His charges were laid before tho 
governor on Aug. 30. There are seven in all. 

The borough president's strength for his 
charges is Gen. Bingham's statement that 
McClellan tried to gain control of Tammany 
and to that end soughf’to use the city depart- 
ments. . Coler complains further in elabora- 
ting his charges that dereliction; in the 
mayor's departments have been minimized 
or ignored by the commissioners, while 
charges against’ subordinates of the three 
k borough presidents have been magnified and 
manufactured. 

Coler mentions six or seven a ainst 
other departments that he believes have been 
ignored. 

All this,“ he says, clearly is demon- 
strative of a purpose to concentrate the in- 
quisitorial powers upon the administration 
of offices of elected officials to whom the 
mayor is politically and personally hostile.” 


“Better Late than Never.“ 
In conclusion the borough president says: 
I realize that it is late in the administra- 
tion of Mayor McClellan to make these 
charges. I have held puWlic office and I 
know what is practicable. I know the ad- 
ministration of Mr, McClellan soon will end, 
and that the dispositien of such a matter as 
I have placed before you is not the work ofa 
morning hour. But the condition is due to 
him, not to me. I could anticipate no such 
abuse of powers as his has been, and, there- 
fore, realizing the difficulty of dealing with 
this proposition at this eleventh hour of our 
terms of office, and reluctant to press 80 
dificult a matter upon you, I still feel it my 
duty to appeal against so monstrous an in- 
justice and so grave a public menace to every 
tribunal to which I have the right to appeal. 
I may be late, but it never is tod late for 
justice.“

F. A. CASE, “SCORCHER.” | 

Probably Mr. F. A. Case believes that 
the motorcycle policeman of Evanston 
and the pedestrian constable of Kenil- 
worth were unduly harsh in the/enforce- 
ment of the automobile speed law when 
they stopped him. Doubtless he objects to 
the publicity given to his arrest and pun- 
ishment. 

In a sense: Mr. Case was not a serious 
transgressor. He killed or injured no- 
body. He merely violated the state law 
regulating the speed of automobiles. He 
merely defied the officer who sought to 
arrest him for that breach of; law. 

Scores of others are equally defiant. 
Strikers frequently break the law by 
throwing bricks and resist the officers 
who would arrest them. Other men 
break the laws in other ways and defy 
officers. | 

The owners of automobiles protest 
against brick throwing and resistance to 
the efforts of the police to maintain order 
during strikes. They must be taught to 
practice what they preach, The time has 
passed for absurd restrictions on reasoli- 
able automobile speed. ‘The time has als> 
passed when the public will tolerate vio- 
lations of reasonable speed rules. It 
demands respect for law of men who ride 
in autos as it does of teamsters. 

Every violation of the speed law should 
‘be reported to the secretary of state by 
the officers of the municipality; in which 
the offense is committed. That official 
when the second or third offense is re- 
ported to him should revoke the license 
of the offender. The state should grant 
no privileges to habitual lawbriakers. 
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GIVE HIM HIS OWN MEN. 
The turning back to the polic> depart- 
ment by the state’s attorney of Sergeant 
Chatt, Who has been the head of the de- 
teetive detail for his office, is additional 
proof of the. correctness of the view 
which Tun Trrsune has long held. It 
is that the county board should provide 
an adequate detective force for the state's 
133 to be under his exelusjve direc- 
tion. This is what is done in New York. 
Until it is done in Chicago the state's at- 
torney ean never be the untrammeled and 
| efficient agent for the enforcement of the 
law it was the intention of the constitu- 
tion and the statutes to make him. Now 
he has to depend upon a departynent of a 
different government to secure the infor- 
mation necessary for cfimina} prosecu- 
tions. He has to use men wh look. on 
him only as their temporary employer 
and do not render him whole hearted 
service. The branch of the government 
which lends him detectives may be pol't- 
feally unfriendly, or hostile for other rea- 
sons. If, as in the present instgyce, the 
étate’s attorney be engaged in 43) inves- 
tigation of the department from Which his 
detectives are detailed, he may “be des- 
perately hampered through their Aisincii- 
nation to bring fellow policemen to jus- 
tice. ot

THE FAR EASTERN BUREAU. 

The new “far eastern bureau” of the 
state department at Washington has an 
inviting field for its activity. Its pur- 
pose is to develop trade opportunities in 
the,orient. Unlike the bureau of Amer- 
ican republics, this will be strictly a Unit- 
ed States organization. It will call atten- 
tion to openings in China, Japan, end 
other oriental lands whereby American 
exports to those countries may be largely 
increased. | 

The statistics of exports and imports 
are not particularly interesting summer 
reading, but they tell their story clearly. 
The balance of trade is heavily against 
the United States when the orient is con- 
sidered. For the fiscal year closing June 
30, 1908, for example, the imports from 
Japan were valued at $70,000,000, the ex- 
ports to that country; at $26,000,000. For 
China the figures were: Imports, $29,- 
000,000; exports, $19,949,000. For the 


$197,500,000; exports, $71,792,000. Those 
three quotations are typical. It may be 
that the American people care more for 
the Asiatic products than the Asiatic peo- 
ples cate for the American exports. On 
the other hand, lack of information may 
have much to do with the small value of 
exports as compared with the imports.

Alexander has always been under d cloud 
ever since, owing to his connection with 
Bezobrazoff, and the fact that he was 
frowned upon at court has probably had the 
effect of imbittering him against his wife, 
who Is the eldest sleter of the enar. At any 
rate, since he has been in quasi disgrace 
things have been going unpleasantly in his 
ménage, and he has been so little with his 
consort and his children as to suggest com- 
plete sepa,sation. 
The empress-mother has been much dis- 
tressed about the matter, and has lost no op- 
postin of endeavoring to bring abdut a 
recon tion. between the czar and the 
grand duke, as preliminary to the restora- 
tion of peace between the grand duke and his 
wife. The promotion of Alexander to the 
rank of vice Admiral would seem to indicate 
that the efforts of the czar’s mother are in a 
fair way towards being crowned with sut- 
cess. 
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The Grand Duke Alexander fs one of the 
four members of the reigning house of Russia 
who have made stays in the United States. 
The late Grand Duke Alexis was here twice, 
Grand Duke Cyril and his brother Boris have 
also been here, and Grand Duke Alexander 
was serving as lieutenant on board one of the 
Russian cruisers which came to America in 
connection with the Columbian celebration. 
Talking English perfectly, he has translated 
all the works of Capt. Mahan, U. 8. N. into 
Russian for the benefit of Russian naval 
Officers. He was warmly welcomed in this 
country and éxtensively | entertained, es- 
pecially at New York. 

Some of the club men there were foolish 
enough to take seriously the hopes which he 
expressed in moments of post prandial effu- 
sion, that they would visit him in Russia, 
and enable him to return their hospitality, 
both at the court of St. Petersburg and with 
some bear shoot In the imperial forests.

They found that the 
grand duke had not only made no prepara- 
tions té entertain them, ‘that he had for- 
gotten all about them, and did not, in short, 
propose to remember them. Moreover, one 
of the party, a note yachtsman, met with 
unpleasant attention on the part of the Rus- 
slan police, owing to the undoubtedly He- 
brew origin of his patronymic, despite the 
fact that he and his family have belonged to 
the; Christian faith for generations. Ever 
since he has manifested a holy horror for 
everything pertaining to foreign royalty, and 
has even extended his antipathy to the high- 
er oe aristocracy. 
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Many of the great houses of the French 
aristocracy have been placed in mourning 
by the death of the duchess de Feltre. The 
duchess, who was a sister of the equally pop- 
ular Duchesse d' Albufera, was a daughter of 
the late Count Louis Cambaceres and of his 
wife, Princess Bathilde Bonaparte, sister of 
Cardinal Bonaparte, a grandson of the great 
emperor's brother, Prince Lucien Bonaparte. 
Count Louis Cambaceres, himself, was a 
chamberlain of Napoleon III., and a son of 
that duc de Cambaceres ‘who was grand 
master of the ceremonies at the court of the 
Tuileries, and whose own father, at one time 
fellow consul of the great Napoleon, had on 
the proclamation of the empire been ap- 
pointed its arch chancellor and grandest . 
nitary. 

The dukedom of Feltre, like. that of Albu- 
fera, is of Napoleonic origin. It was be- 
stowed by the first emperor upon one of his 
generals,’ Henri Clarke, a soldier of Irish 
family and origin, who in 1788 commanded in 
chief the army of the Rhine, was appointed 
minister of war in 1807, was created duke of 
Feltre, a town in Lombardy, in 1800, and was 
elevated to the rank of marshal of France 
by Louis XVIII. after the restoration. The 
duke, who was-also a peer of France, left a 
son, who died childless, and a daughter of 
the name of Henriette, married to Raymond, 
duc de Fezensac, Their daughter, Oriane de 
Montesquiou - Fezensac, marrying Gen. 
Count Charles de Goyon, Napoleon III. re- 
viyed the dukedom of Feltre in favor of his 
son, the present and third duke. 

— 

The Goyons hall originally from Brittany, 
but have long been settled in Normandy, 
where their ancestral homie, the chateau de 
la Roche-Goyon, is situated. The duke has a 
fine mansion in the Rue St. Dominique, in 
Paris, and distinguished himself during the 
war of 1870, represented in the legislature 
for a number of years the distriet in which 
his estates are situated In Normandy, and fs 
one of the-most respected members of the 
Jockey club. He has one son to inherit his 
honors. and wealth, which is considerable. 
This son, 25 years of age, is still unmar- 
ried. 

The duke of Albufera, his brother-in-law, 


ſis the grandson of that Field Marshal Suchet 


who was one of the duke of Wellington’s 
\chief antagonists in the peninsular war, and 
who received the dukedom of Albufara for 
his services in Spain. The duke of Albufera 
also has but one son to inherit his honors, 
and who is married to Mile; Anna Massena 
d' Essling de Rivoli. She is a great-grana- 
niece of the famous French Marshal Mas- 
sena, and her mother, duchess de Rivoli, 
princess d' Essling, was a great favorite of 
the late Queen Victoria and the adopted 
daughter and heiress of the late Mme. Fur. 
tado-Heine, so celebrated as 4 philanthro-

foregoing their obligation, which as experi- 
ence warrants happens too frequently, our 
most holy fether, Pope Pius X., has deemed 
it worthy to decree that all future rescripts 
through which, temporary or permanent 
secularization, or a relaxation of the per- 
petual vows, granted to priests or clerics in 
major orders, that the subjoined limitations 
be annexed, even though not expressly stat- 
ed, the dispensations from which are re- 
served to the holy sée. 

Without a new and special indult of the 
holy see they are forbidden the following: 

1. Any office, as far they are eligible 
to any such office, any benefice in the major 
or minor basilicas, and in cathedral churches. 

“2. Any chair or office in elerical semi- 
naries or institutes in which clerics are be- 
ing educated, or in any university or insti- 
tute which enjoys the apostolic privilege of 
conferring academic degrees in philosophy, 
theology, or canon law. 

. Any office or function whatsoever in 
the episcopal courts. 

4. The office of visitor or moderator of 
houses of religious of either sex. 

“5. An habitual residence in places where 
there is a convent or a religious house of a 
province or a mission, to which a secularized 
priest or cleric or one who has been freed 
from his perpetual vows as above stated had 
belonged. All things to the contrary not- 
withstanding.” .

Cass, vice 
president, and R. C. White, secretary, signed 
the transfer papers at the company’s offices. 
The transfer had been signed in Chicago 
ithe day before by 8. M. Felton, the new 
president, and J. G. Philleo, secretary. 

The first general order of President Felton 
was at midnight. It is as follows: 

As of midnight, Aug. 31, 1909, this com- 
pany has taken possessior from the receiv- 
ers of the property and business formerly 
of the Chicago Great Western railway com- 
pany. The general offices will be located 
in Chicago. Until the accounts of the old 
company and the receivers are adjusted, all 
offices, excepting those of the president and 
vice president, will remain temporarily in 
St. Paul. Until further notice, the vice presi- 
dent's office will be located at the Harvester 
building, Chicago, and the office of the presi- 
dent, general counsel, and secretary at room 
1400 First National Bank building.

TWO NEW RECORDS IN COTTON 
SHOWN BY ANNUAL REPORT. 


Greatest Consumption by Southern Mills 
Ever Known and Heaviest Traffic in 
History of Ports. 


New. Orleans, La., Aug. 381.—Statistics 
showing that more cotton Was handled dur- 
ing the commercial year ending at midnight 
tonight than ever before and that all records 
had been broken in the amount of cotton 
consumed by. southern mills were the fea- 
tures of the annual crop statement of Sec- 
retary Hester of the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change. 

The count of the commercial crop showed it 
to be the largest on record, 13,825,457 bales. 
The previous largest commercial crop was 
18,565,885, marketed in 1904- C. Last season’ 5 
total was only 11,571,966. 

The large total for this year’s crop was a 
surprise to the trade, and if the figures had 
been issued while trading was going on it is 
probable that they would have had a de- 
pressing effect on prices. 

The most important feature in the report, 
next to the size of the crop itself, was the 
amount of cotton consumed by southern 
mills during the season, which closed today. 
Here all the records were again broken, the 
total being 2.559.873 bales. This point was 
regarded by the bulls as being even of more 
importance than the size of the crop itself. 
It was taken as official] confirmration of the 
many stories floating: about the market of 
late in connection with the great expansion 
of cotton manufacturing in the south. 

Net receipts at all ports of the season were 
put at 10,062,845 bales, against only 8,579,842 
rast year, another broken record.
